Dedication ceremonies for the 
new Roomfuls Elementary 
School, located on Beverly Road 
west of Merriman and Henry Ruff, 
will be held on Tuesday October 
30, at 9:30 am. All local residents 
are invited to attend this historic 
occasion 

School district officials, city offi¬ 
cials, community leaders, repre¬ 
sentatives from construction man¬ 
ager Barton Malow and architect 
Kingscott Associates, as well as the 
students and staff of Romulus Ele¬ 


mentary School will be on hand 
for the dedication ceremonies. 

The dedication will include the 
presentation of a sizable plaque 
dedicating the school, a photo¬ 
graph of the school and a large 
mural signed by the Romulus Ele¬ 
mentary School students. 

The 53,000 square foot state of 
the art facility features three com¬ 
puter-aided instruction centers 
and more than 200 computers for 
the 346 students enrolled. 

Romulus Elementary is one of 


the major components of the 1999 
$34 million bond program and will 
help provide much needed class¬ 
room space in the rapidly expand¬ 
ing noilhem areas of Romulus. 

The attractive school is a center 
piece in the Gateway Golf Club Es¬ 
tates subdivision and serves stu¬ 
dents from both the Gateway Es¬ 
tates and the new upscale 
PineWoods Village apartments on 
Van Bom Road, as well as the old¬ 
er established northeastern neigh¬ 
borhoods. 


Romak receives prestigious 
“Petosky” environmental award

At Monday's city council meet¬ 
ing, Debbie Romak received 
Michigan's highest environmental¬ 
ist award - Petosky Prize for Envi¬ 
ronmental Leadership. 

Lana Pollack, president of the 
Michigan Environmental Council 
(MEC), along with Chris Graham, 
MEC's Chairman of the Board, 
presented the award to Romak. 

Graham is also affiliated with 
Michigan Natural Areas Council. 

According to Pollack, the 
Petosky Prize is named after one 
of Michigan's treasure - the 
Petosky Stone. 

Pollack states that the “recipi¬ 
ents of the Petosky Prize would be 
like the stone, a treasure... and 
that's what we consider Debbie 
Romak.” 

Adds Pollack, the award "... is 
given to people who work at the 
grassroots level to protect the en¬ 
vironment ... without the support 
... the broad and deep support of 
the community the state environ¬ 
mental protection would not be 
realized." 

Romak founded Romulus En¬ 
vironmentalists Care About Peo¬ 


ple (RECAP). 

Council>voman Romak Jba^ 
spent the'past 11 years of her life 
crusading for the environment, 
particularly Romulus' environ¬ 
ment 

Of Romak, Pollack continues 
"Debbie has spent 11 years fight¬ 
ing for the safety of the people in 
the community of Romulus... 

Pollack praises Romak “for 
working tirelessly to stop Michi¬ 
gan's first commercial hazardous 
waste deep injection well; for 
learning all there was to know 
about hazardous waste deep in¬ 
jection wells...” 

Pollack continues, Debbie "... 
reached out to people at the state 
level and educated them and us 
on what this issue is..." 

Romans response was "... to re¬ 
ceive the first Petosky Award is an 
honor and with great pride I ac¬ 
cept on behalf of all citizens who 


have taken part in this courageous 
fight ) orotecting Michigan's envi¬ 
ronment” 

She adds"... our community’ has 
a commitment to take a leader¬ 
ship role and has been recognized 
by the MEC's highest environmen¬ 
tal honor." 

Romak thanks “Romulus city 
council for voting unanimously on 
all decisions regarding the deep 
well issue.” 

“The mayor and city council for 
appointing me liaison on this mat¬ 
ter...” 

In addition to receiving the 
award, Romak has been given the 
opportunity of selecting a Michi¬ 
gan nonprofit environmental 
group to receive a $5,000 contribu¬ 
tion in her honor from MEC. 

Romak chose RECAP as the 
nonprofit group to be the recipi¬ 
ent of the $5000 gift from MEC in 
her honor 


Somehow, somewhere, some¬ 
day the Romulus community is go¬ 
ing to get its supermarket and its 
outlet mall. 

Someone with money - an ex¬ 
perienced supermarket chain 
and/or retail developer is going to 
jump at an opportunity to serve 
this community’s 23,000 residents, 
as well as the millions that live in 
metro-Detroit that travel 1-275 and 
1-94 freeways within Romulus; 
and 1-75, 1-696 and 1-96 freeways 
within a 10 - 20 mile radius of Ro¬ 
mulus, in route to work, school, 
travel, recreation - the whole 
gamut 

In January, Romulus lost its on¬ 
ly supermarket - the IGA Market 
Son Goddard Road, in the heart of 
downtown. 

Dennis Swaney ran the IGA 
Market for more than 5 years. Un¬ 
fortunately, in January, Swaney 
closed the store for business rea¬ 
sons. 

Folks who live nearby say they 
miss the store, especially the se¬ 
niors who live in Romulus Tower 

For many seniors, going to the 
store by themselves or with a 
neighbor was a sign of indepen¬ 
dence. Others needed the exer¬ 
cise walking to the supermarket 
provided them. 

Some saw the trek as an oppor¬ 
tunity to socialize, as well as an 
opportunity to purchase neces¬ 
sary grocery items. 

According to Melissa Morton, 
Manager of Romulus Tower, se¬ 
niors are now bused 3 times a 
month to either Meijefs in South¬ 
land Mall or Farmer Jack's or Wal- 
mart's in Belleville or K-Mart’s in 
Dearborn Heights to shop. 

Seniors are charged $1.50 
round-trip. 

Councilwoman Debbie Romak 
shopped at the IGA supermarket 
because it was conveniently locat¬ 
ed within walking distance of her 
home. 

Romak said she'd like to see 
another independent market in 
the facility, but that decision re¬ 
mains with the owners. 

Mayor William Oakley would 
also like to see another indepen¬ 
dent market in that location 

Oakley told the attorney that 
represents the Conway's, the own- 
era of the building, that the city 
was willing to do "anything legal to 
encourage somebody to come 
back to that facility."

In any case, the chances of an¬ 
other market opening in that loca¬ 
tion are slim to none. 

The owner of the facility has 
put the building up for sale - that 
means the building goes to the 
highest bidden 

Whoever buys the building can 
raze it for a parking lot or put in 
almost anything they want provid¬ 
ing they adhere to the zoning re¬ 
quirements for that location. 

There’s little possibility that the 
new ownerts) can put up an indus¬ 
trial or residential facility on that 
site. 

The new owner(s) can ap¬ 
proach the planning commission 
for a zoning change, but its unlike¬ 
ly they'll get one. 

Mayor Oakley and Economic 
Development Director Richard 
Marsh will have to continue their 
quest to convince a developer that 
putting an outlet mall and/or su¬ 
permarket anywhere near 1-94 or 
1-275 would be advantageous. 

Last year, the Tanger Factory 
Outlet Center carried on some 
lengthy conversations with Mayor 
Oakley and Marsh, regarding 
placing an outlet mall off the Vin- 
ing Road interchange. 

More than sixty people showed 
support for the project at a public 
hearing. 

Oakley and Marsh thought the 
project was a shoe-in - wrong 

The next conversation Oakley 
and Marsh had with Kevin Dil- 
lion, who is on the site selection 
committee for Tanger, was that 
Romulus didn't have enough 
'rooftops.' 

The Vining Road interchange 
would have provided the Tanger 
Group with heads’ - just like the 
kinds of heads' the West Branch 
outlet gets - traffic up and down 
one of the busiest freeways in all 
of Michigan, including all the air¬ 
port traffic. 

According to Michigan Depart¬ 
ment of Transportation, approxi¬ 
mately 62,500 cars travel along 
Westbound 1-94 daily, heading to 
work, to school, on vacation, shop¬ 
ping, or just taking in some leisure 
driving 

The total volume of cars that 
travel along 1-94 (eastbound and 
westbound) per day i,s approxi¬ 
mately 125,000 cars. 

To calculate average daily traf¬ 
fic, MDOT divides total volume by 
2; 50 percent of the traffic travels 
eastbound, 50 percent of the traf¬ 
fic travels westbound. 

The volume of cars traveling 
daily along northbound 1-75, near 
West Branch, is much lower 

According to MDOT, total vol¬ 
ume along 1-75 is approximately 
10,000 cars. 

Using the same formula - divid¬ 
ing total volume by 2 to determine 
traffic in each direction - average 
daily traffic is approximately 5.000 
cars. 

MDOT statistics also indicate 
that traffic along N 1-75 is mostly 
recreational - during the weekend 
traffic volumes increase; in the 
winter traffic volumes decrease. 

Romulus residents wouldn't 
have been the only folks shopping 
at the Vining Road location, just 
like West Branch residents aren’t 
the only ones shopping in that out¬ 
let 

There would have been 'heads' 
from all over the Michigan, out-of- 
state, Canada, and possibly other 
countries, shopping at that outlet 
center - just like the heads' that 
shop at West Branch. 

The Tanger Group, headquar¬ 
tered in Greensboro, North Car¬ 
olina, has approximately 27 - 30 
outlets around the country. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there is only one in 
Michigan, off N-I-75, in West 
Branch.

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Area could elect three new mayors 


The war on terrorism has overshadowed most 
news in the world. I find myself mesmerized by 
the latest news from the Northern Alliance, as 
much as I wait to here from correspondents in 
Romulus or Westland. 

But one of the local stories we cannot set aside 
is the November 6 elections. Like Detroit, three 
of our communities have spirited races for the 
top spots on the local ballots. And also like De¬ 
troit, the outcome of the mayoral contests will 
have a profound effect on how our cities will op¬ 
erate in 2002 when war and recession rear their 
ugly heads. 

Westland might not be the City of Detroit in 
population and regional importance, but the mu¬ 
nicipality of nearly 100,000 residents will elect a 
new mayor for the first time in 8 years. A spirited 
race pits councilpeople Sandy Cicirelli against 
Richard LeBlanc. 

If LeBlanc wins we can expect massive 
changes. With victory goes the spoils and LeBlanc 
will probably make numerous personnel 
changes. Additionally he has vowed to be more 
fiscally responsible than previous administra¬ 
tions and spearhead a drive to break the contract 
with the Central Wayne incinerator 

Fbr many in Westland, who have pulled togeth¬ 
er to recall or force the resignation of four coun¬ 
cilpeople, the changes will be welcome. Business 
as usual, where loyalty is rewarded above all else, 
is crippling our fair city, many would claim. The 
Thomas era put finishing touches on that effort 

Cicirelli, on the other hand, who has the sup¬ 
port of most of the city worker unions, and is ex¬ 
pected to capture the votes of most of the lion's 
share of Price backers, would probably leave 
many of the department heads in place. Many of 
the practices and policies of the previous admin¬ 
istration would probably be continued. 

Thus Westland voters will have a clear choice. 
This deeply divided community which appears 
evenly split between the two candidates will be 
watched closely November 6 as returns are an¬ 


nounced.

to bring the 
waning factions of this community together 

There are no wars on Wayne's City Council, but 
there is an extremely close race for mayor. In¬ 
cumbent Robert Dickerson is being challenged 
by longtime councilperson, A1 Haidous. 

Both men are well-liked, work hard, and have 
the best interests of Wayne in their hearts. 
Haidous has been a businessman in the commu¬ 
nity for many years. In 1994 when I purchased 
these newspapers, he was one of the first to per¬ 
sonally congratulate me. When we moved our of¬ 
fices a month ago, he was the first and only per¬ 
son to say thanks for staying in Wayne. 

I'm sure Dickerson thinks the same. His climb 
to mayor was tainted by an alliance with ostra¬ 
cized councilperson Shirley Powser, but since 
then he was proven to be a very effective leader 
who has the pulse of the community at his finger¬ 
tips. 

In Romulus the election pits an experienced, 
several-term mayor, against a young, aggressive 
school board president Mayor William Oakley 
probably knows more about governing Romulus 
than anyone. He knows what he wants, and if you 
dare challenge his authority or opinion, you are 
likely to be verbally rebuked, as reporter Ann 
Parker was when she asked too many questions 
about the lack of retail business in Romulus at a 
question and answer session with the mayor 

The question Romulus voters must answer is 
are they better off with the grandfatherly, tough- 
minded Oakley, or should they opt for a younger 
Alan Lambert, who has very little experience, but 
a lot of ambition? Only time will give us this an¬ 
swer 



Automatic pay raises — a 


If one state legislator has her 
way, mobile homeowners will 
soon pay property taxes just like 
regular residential homeowners. 

Republican state Representa¬ 
tive Judith Scranton (from Liv¬ 
ingston County) has introduced a 
package of three bills that, among 
other things, would classify mo¬ 
bile homes as residential real 
property. 

That change, which would go 
into effect next January, would 
subject owners of mobile homes 
(also called “manufactured 
homes”) to the same property tax¬ 
es paid by regular residential 
homeowners. 

The taxable value the first year 
would be 50 percent of the “true 
cash value” however that is deter¬ 
mined. In subsequent years, the 
bill states that taxable values 
would be subject to the constitu¬ 
tional limits on increases. Under 
the changes to the state constitu¬ 
tion adopted with proposal “A’ a 
few years ago, taxable values can¬ 
not be increased from year to year 
by more than 5 percent or the 
“cost of living” increase for the 
prior year, whichever is less. 

This vague language, which im¬ 
plies mobile homes would in¬ 
crease in value each year, does not 
address the fact that mobile 
homes, much as do automobiles, 



decrease in value over time. That 
question would probably be dealt 
with in the state regulations that 
local assessors must follow. 

Included in the package is a 
provision that would repeal state 
sales taxes currently applied to 
purchases of mobile homes. At 
first impression, that might seem 
like a net reduction in state tax 
revenues. Actually, the state would 
be trading the one time tax on 
purchases for a continuing (and 
growing) state property tax as well 
as increases to the state “educa¬ 
tion fund” increased by higher 
school taxes collected at the local 
level. This would make more mon¬ 
ey available in the general fund 
for state politicians to spend on 
other programs. 

Local and county governments 
would also collect (and spend) 
more in property taxes as a result 
of the increased tax base. 

There is a good possibility 
Scanton’s package may sail 
through the legislature with little

opposition. Mobile home owners 
constitute a small minority of vot¬ 
ers in the state and have little po¬ 
litical clout Additionally, a per¬ 
ception has been fostered (mostly 
by money hungry politicians) that 
mobile home owners are not pay¬ 
ing their “fair share” of taxes. 

The bills (House Bills 4580, 
4807 and 4808) will likely receive 
strong support from lobbyists for 
government at all levels. Legisla¬ 
tors at all levels of government are 
scrambling for new revenue due 
to the current economic downturn 
(even being correctly called a re¬ 
cession by some). 

Even the trade associations for 
manufacturers and sellers of mo¬ 
bile homes would see the repeal 
of the sales tax as allowing them 
to advertise lower prices on new 
and used mobile homes. 

As yet, no estimates have been 
published as to how much addi¬ 
tional revenue the changes would 
bring into the state’s coffers. How¬ 
ever, it certainly will not be 
enough to allow the politicians to 
maintain their current level of 
spending, much less increase it as 
most want to do. 

On thing is certain. The politi¬ 
cians in Lansing (and at the local 
level) will continue to search for 
new ways to raise additional tax 
revenue.

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No’ Mo’ Tax 

When US Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld recited the 
WWII motto “Loose lips sink 
ships,” he was referring to battle 
plans, not to Westland’s Nov. 6 
millage issues. 

But you couldn’t tell by the way 
proponents have been avoiding 
public discussions of the 1.5-mill 
Wayne County Community Col¬ 
lege (WC3) tax and the .8-mill 
Westland sanitation tax renewal. 

It’s as if proponents fear that if 
the truth about their proposals 
ever got out, Westlanders would 
try to toipedo both proposals. So 
proponents have instead decided, 
like German U-boat captains, to 
run their campaigns silent and 
deep. 

Cruising 60 leagues below 
Westland radar is the WC3 pro¬ 
posal. The silence in Westland is 
deliberate, according to state Rep. 
William O’Neil, D-Allen Park, 
sponsor of a bill to allow a com¬ 
munity to switch community col¬ 
lege districts. 

That’s because in last year’s 
presidential election WC3 lost an 
audible millage increase cam¬ 
paign by 28,000 votes out of slight¬ 
ly more than 400,000. Passage 
would have rocketed WC3’s tax 
revenue up from $20 million total 
to $53 million a year 

To WC3, the election loss was 
not a defeat, only time to retreat 
until a more favorable battle¬ 
ground emerged, as it will on Nov. 
6. On that date, Detroit, with many 
pro-WC3 apartment dwellers who 
vote but don’t pay property taxes, 
will choose a new mayor; while 
many out-county suburbs, with an- 
ti-WC3 homeowners, aren’t hold¬ 
ing city elections. Thus pro-WC3 
Detroit voters could overwhelm 
out-county voters and pass the in¬ 
crease. 

The increase would cost West- 
land taxpayers living in the WC3 
distinct (which corresponds to the 
Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools district) another $1.5 mil¬ 
lion a year, bumping WC3’s West- 
land revenue up to $2.5 million a 
year 

That’s a lot of money for the 10 
or so Westland students attending 
WC3. Most Westland community 
college students pay full tuition 
and attend Schoolcraft Communi¬ 
ty College, which has a Westland 
campus. 

“There’s probably 100 times 
the number of students going to 
Schoolcraft,” said Rep. Glenn An¬ 
derson, D-Westland. “It’s not right 
for those students to be forced to 
pay nonresident rates, to be 
locked into WC3, and never be 
able to change.” 

Consequently, Anderson sup¬ 
ports the O’Neil’s goal to enable 
districts to switch community col¬ 
lege districts. However, he said 
that the bill won’t work smoothly 
unless legislators fine-tune the 
bills’ language. 

‘There’s going to be a great bat¬ 
tle over it because WC3 doesn’t 
want to lose the revenue from this 
area,” Anderson said. 

The battle over the O’Neil bill

would be easier to win if voters 
turn down WC3’s millage increase 
request because there would be 
less money at stake. And West¬ 
landers would save enough to pay 
sanitation costs, which is the issue 
in the other silent electioa 

In that one, Westland voters are 
being asked to bail out the city to 
the tune of about $850 thousand a 
year for the city council’s incom¬ 
prehensible approval of a 30-year 
extension to the city’s pricey in¬ 
cineration contract Under the in¬ 
cineration contract, Westland pays 
tipping fees at five-six times the 
going rate. 

Westland taxpayers are being 
forced to pay for the mistake, a 
penalty that will be extended if 
taxpayers renew the city’s one- 
mill incinerator millage, which 
expires June 30. 

Meanwhile, city council mem¬ 
bers boast of future plans to rene¬ 
gotiate the contract or, following 
the lead of hundreds of other com¬ 
munities, to hire a special attor¬ 
ney to break it Once the contract 
is tom up, the community can re¬ 
pay the incinerator bonds quickly 
from savings derived from switch¬ 
ing to low-cost landfills. 

However, since the council is 
all talk and no action, taxpayers 
should vote down all sanitation 
millages until council members 
instigate some corrective actioa 

A vote for either the sanitation 
or WC3 millage in this stealth 
election would signal all taxing 
agencies that Westlanders are pat¬ 
sies and willing to finance any¬ 
thing at five-six times the going 
rate as long as eveiybody remains 
silent

Firefighters ’ prez blasts UAW locals 


To the editor: 

I am writing this letter to ad¬ 
dress some issues I have concern¬ 
ing labor endorsements for city of 
Westland Mayor and Council. Al¬ 
so, I write to my labor brothers 
and sisters who are, or have been, 
associated with UAW Region 1A 
and live in Westland. 

First I would like to talk specif¬ 
ically about the UAW Region 1A 
candidate endorsements for the 
city of Westland mayor I was sur¬ 
prised to learn a few months ago 
that your organization chose not to 
endorse a candidate in the prima¬ 
ry election for mayor of Westland. 

I was also surprised to learn, 
through a conversation last week 
with your organization, that their 
intent is to not endorse for the 
general election. 

I understand that this issue is a 
complicated one for the Region 
1A Committee. I realize that UAW 
Locals 845 and 900 have endorsed 
Richard LeBlanc and that Mr. 
LeBlanc is a member of Local 845. 

I am sure that I am stating the ob¬ 
vious when I say that the leader- 
ship in Local 845 and 900 are 
close, personal, friends of Mr. 
LeBlanc. I even understand that 
those leaders, due to their friend¬ 
ships, may have acted hastily and 
even counter to the Region LA en¬ 
dorsement policies in Mr. 
LeBlanc’s case. 


I also understand that Local 
157 (City of Westland Supervisors 
Association) requested that the 
Region 1A stay out of Westland’s 
mayoral race before the primary, 
however, recently requested en¬ 
dorsement of Sandy Cicirelli in 
the general election. Regardless 
of these things, I am taking the 
time to write for the following rea¬ 
sons: 

The one thing I am more proud 
of than serving citizens as a fire¬ 
fighter is my involvement in the 
labor movement I am proud to be 
a member of IAFF Local 1279, the 
Michigan Professional Fire Fight¬ 
ers Union (I hold the office of 
Eastern District Trustee), the In¬ 
ternational Association of Fire 
Fighters (I am State Representa¬ 
tive), and the AFL-CIO (I am on 
the Wayne County COPE Screen¬ 
ing Committee). 

I find it difficult to understand 
when a politician seeks the en¬ 
dorsement of a union, of which he 
is a member, (and where his very 
good friends are principle offi¬ 
cers) yet offers no indication to the 
voters that he is even associated 
with the union. Nowhere on Mr. 
Leblanc’s literature will you find 
that he identifies himself as a pail 
of your organization. How can 
this be? 

When this is parlayed with the 
fact that Mr LeBlanc insures that

PUBLIC HEARING: Payne moved, Jahr seconded to open the 
public hearing to consider the 2001 Amended General Fund Budget 
and the 2002 Proposed General Fund Budget. Carried. 

Treasurer Budd thanked the Directors for their efforts in preparing 
the 2001 Amended and 2002 Proposed General Fund Budgets. The 
Budget before the Board is balanced. Treasurer Budd stated that 
when the Budget is approved, guidelines, items A through F as 
noted in her October 5th memo apply. They are: revenue in excess 
of expenditures shall revert to Fund Balance; Fiscal year items not 
expensed and those not specifically reserved will revert to net 
income; approval of appendices noted [in memo] above as part of 
the General Fund Budget; the allocated millage for the township 
operations; adoption of the Budget is by department total and finally 
the October 16, 2001, approval supersedes prior resolutions. 
Supervisor King stated the 2001 Amended General Fund total is 
$8,843,387 and the 2002 Proposed General Fund Budget is 
$10,061,197. In addition, she briefly reviewed anticipated revenues 
with conservative projections for state-shared revenue and various 
department expenditures including the spending of grant funds for 
the development of a trail ways design, public safety computer- 
aided dispatch and Quirk Park. She referenced the consolidation of 
the Developmental Services, Ordinance and Planning Departments 
into a single department to be titled “Developmental Services.” 
Further, she explained the process that commenced in June of 2001 
and included budget preparation meetings that were held in August 
that led to the budget being proposed for adoption at tonight’s meet¬ 
ing. 

Trustee Hart expressed his appreciation to the staff for their hard 
work and the fine-tuning that was necessary to result in a balanced 
budget. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded ter close the public hearing. 
Carried. 

Payne moved, Herman seconded to open the public hearing to con¬ 
sider the 2001 Amended Special Revenue Fund Budgets and the 
2002 Proposed Special Revenue Fund Budgets. Carried. 

Supervisor King stated the Special Revenue Funds are separate 
funds From the General Fund. They include: Community 
Development Block Grant (CDBG) which funds various improve¬ 
ments including contributions to the Senior Program, Quirk Park 
and fire equipment; the Downtown Development Authority (DDA) 
whose projects include the Belleville Road Streetscape, a contribu¬ 
tion to Quirk Park and the Bond payment for Township Hall, French 
Landing Improvement Project which was used to finance repairs to 
the dam. The final special assessment for lake front property owners 
will appear on the winter tax bill for the year 2001 with a final bond 
payment being made in 2002. Other Special Revenue Funds include 
the Capital Improvement Fund whose projects for 2001 were Fire 
Stations II and III roof repairs, the Gym HVAC, new ceiling and 
lights and closet renovation for Police Department; the 2002 pro¬ 
posed projects are a *pole bam for Van Buren Park, Township Hall 
repairs of the exterior walls, paint, repairs to the parking lot and to 
correct HVAC problems in the Police Department; and Federal and 
State Forfeiture Funds that have strict guidelines for determining 
how those funds are spent. The Federal Forfeiture Fund in 2001 will 
close out and the State Forfeiture Fund will continue to fund appro¬ 
priate expenditures for Public Safety projects and should realize a 
fund balance of $90,409 for 2002. The Landfill Fund created as a 
result of the host community agreement with Waste Management 
outlines royalties earmarked for specific departments. Those include 
$200,000 for Public Safety, $100,000 for Parks and Recreation, and 
$50,000 for Environmental. Projected gate yard fees are $2,000,000 
for 2002. Special Revenue Funds also includes the Belleville Area 
Museum; the E-911 Service Fund; the Hannan Road Special 
Assessment District and the Bemis Road Special Assessment 
District which funded the paving of those roads. 

Treasurer Budd thanked Parks Manager Camis for his work on the 
Community Development Block Grant. She noted the Landfill Fund 
$1.5 million transfer for General Fund operating expenses. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the 
public hearing, 

Budd moved. Hart seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to open the public hearing [to 
consider establishing Industrial Development District Number 18 
and to consider request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption 
Certificate for Visteon Corporation]. Carried. 

The Township is in receipt of a request for a tax abatement from 
Visteon Corporation, They are looking to consolidate more than 20 
non-manufacturing locations in southeastern Michigan. Van Buren 
Township is one of many locations Visteon is considering for possi¬ 
ble location for their world headquarters. The proposed application 
states an estimated investment of $300,00,000 - $350,000,000 in 
facility construction and approximately 3,575 skilled and/or profes¬ 
sional level jobs, Visteon is the world’s second largest automotive 
supplier, employing nearly 80,000 employees in 25 countries, selling 
to the 19 largest vehicle manufactures in the world and in 2000, real¬ 
ized global sales of $19.5 billion. The first action required since the 
area is not currently in an Industrial Development District (1DD) and 
Public Act 198, which governs tax abatements, requires the 
Township to establish an IDD prior to considering tax abatement is 
establishing IDD District number 18. The area under consideration 
has sixteen individual parcels that encompass 220 acres and is gen¬ 
erally bounded by Ecorse Road, Tyler Road, Hannan Road and I- 
275. The second action required would be to grant all Industrial 
Facilities Tax (IFT) Agreement with Visteon. The agreement is 
based upon guidelines the Township has previously established out¬ 
lining the criteria used to determine the length of the IFT. In this 
case, there is also a proposed Amendment that sets forth reasonable 
expectations with respect to project completion and compliance in 
meeting state objectives. The third action required is the adoption of 


Resolution 2001-26, which would authorize an IFT for both real and 
personal property at 50% tor a period of twelve years with Visteon 
Corporation. Supervisor King ended with paraphrasing Visteon’s 
mission statement to increase share holder value by delivering sys¬ 
tems solutions that help our customers exceed their goals, are safe 
and environmentally responsible, and distinguish Visteon as the sup¬ 
plier, employer and community citizen of choice”.

On the other hand, Belleville’s 
defense will be challenged by An¬ 
drew Peiffer, considered one of 
the finest all-around players in the 
area this year.

Burrus did his against neigh¬

Dave Chudzins- 
ki kicked his first of three point-af¬ 
ters to make it 7-0 immediately af¬ 
ter the Burrus TD. 

The Braves cashed in on a 
holding penalty and a fumble in 
the end zone for their two-point 
safety late in the second quarter 
for their only points, which didn’t 
lift the suspense. 

It took some adjusting by coach 
LaPointe duiing half-time to pro¬ 
vide the cushion. 

“We were not moving the ball 
in that first half,’’ said LaPointe.

The defense came up with 
Belleville’s second score of the 
game early in the third quarter 
when defensive back Greg Bond 
scooped up an Ypsi fumble and 
ran it back 35 yards for the touch¬ 
down. Then, late in the same 
quarter, Burrus engineered a mid- 
field drive that was capped by full¬ 
back Devon Geralds’ seven-yard 
straight up-the-middle touchdown 
run. 

Geralds had nine chances with 
the ball and finished with 61 yards 


rushing, and the one TD. Team¬ 
mate Ivan Kindell chipped in 32 
yards on eight attempts. 

“I’ve got to say that our entire 
defense played well,” LaPointe 
stressed afterward. “We’re going 
to need another exceptional per¬ 
formance from these kids to stop 
Glenn.” 

LaPointe singled out Mike Hall, 
Antoine Jordan and linebacker 
Joe Orskey, who counted 11 tack¬ 
les against the Braves for their 
outstanding contributions. 

The 2001 championship is 
Belleville’s fifth title in the Mega 
Red over a period of 10 years for 
the Tigers. When LaPointe’s 
Tigers take the field Friday night 
it will be their third consecutive 
post-season playoff appearance.

Public Housing strongly opposes new fees

While at least one apartment 
complex owner in Inkster has de¬ 
cided to challenge the recently en¬ 
acted city of Inkster’s Rental In¬ 
spection Ordinance that provides 
an outside firm to inspect rental 


properties, including public hous¬ 
ing, Inkster Public Housing Direc¬ 
tor Tony Love last week released a 
statement strongly opposing the 
new layer of fees and the city in¬ 
spection. 

Lover labeled the new fees and 
inspection as excessive and un¬ 
necessary. 


If the new law is not over¬ 
turned or rescinded by mayor and 
council, Love states it will cost 
public housing an additional 
$73,380 biannually to comply. 

The director says that public 
housing doesn’t have the money in 
its budget to pay for the inspec¬ 
tions.

Providing the local media with 
a breakdown in costs, Love also 
stressed that REAC - The Real Es¬ 
tate Assessment Center (REAC), a 
wing of the Housing and Urban 
Development Agency, inspects all 
public housing’s multi-family 
properties to ensure that HUD’s 
assisted properties provide de¬ 
cent, safe and sanitary housing for 
its tenants. 

Inkster City Council approved 
the new ordinance in hopes of dis¬ 
couraging the further prolifera¬ 
tion of slum landlords, who appar¬ 
ently exploit those who do not 
have the income to rent decent 
housing. 

Housing commissioners point 
out that HUD’s inspections are 
stricter than the local ones. 

“REAC’s inspectors schedule 
property inspections annually,” 
Love argued. “The HUD trained 
inspectors use hand-held comput¬ 
ers to inspect more than 500 con¬ 
ditions of the units and property 
sites. 

“Inspection results are then 
transmitted electronically to 
REAC, therefore, a true sample of 
the properties are inspected,” 
Love stated. 

According to Love, local hous¬ 
ing commissioners are required to 
correct all failed items indicated 
during the REAC inspections.
